The 
firing was directed against a 
U.S. patrol but its fate was not 
know n.. 


M urder of the marine brought 
to nine the number of Ameri­ 
cans killed since the troops be­ 
gan landing late last week. in 
addition at least 57 servicemen 
have been wounded. The dead 
included four paratroopers, four 
marines and a sailor. 


It was not known whether the 
Marine brought through U. S. 
lines under a flag of truce—a 
white undershirt—was the M a­ 
rine reported to have been cap ­ 
tured by the rebels Wednesday 
night in an incident in which 
four Leathernecks were wound­ 
ed. 
Urge Terrorism 
The rebels have warned re­ 
peatedly 
that 
any 
Marine 
or 
U S paratrooper found in rebel 
area would be “ slaughtered.” 
Only Wednesday night a rebel 
radio said the Dominican peo­ 
ple must cooperate in the “ pa 
triotic task of killing in blood 
and 
burning 
foreign 
Invaders 
and their lackeys.” 


The dead Marine was found, 
lying face up at the hotel, and 
it appeared he had been cap­ 
tured and shot.

force. Costa Rica, which has no

There was no indication on 
the total forces the other hem i­ 
sphere nations might contribute, 
nor the date of their probable

Never before had 
such a joint force of American

The purpose of the joint force, 
the OAS declared, is to establish

Worst dam age was sustained 
by the first floor, where Simons 
speculated the blaze might have 
started in a storage room. The 
cause of the fire was unknown, 
he said, and an investigation 
would be continued today.

Harrisburg, the capital of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, has a population of some 79,000 
persons. 
Its mayor earns an annual salary of $10,500, 
its police chief, a yearly wage of $7,200. 


By comparison, there are approximately the 
same number of persons who live in the 17,311 
homes comprising Levittown, Pa., which, despite 
its enormity, is not a city, nor a single township, 
nor a single borough. 
Four Municipalities 


In fact, Levittown, although born in an age of 
automation, jet propulsion, atomic advances and 
a streamlined competitive economy, operates un-

four different municipal governments with a 
duplication of personnel and administrative costs. 


Since Levittown is divided into three townships 
and one borough, it naturally cannot have one titu­ 
lar head such as Harrisburg has in its mayor, nor 
can it have one police chief as does Harrisburg. 


As a result, Levittown supports four police 
chiefs who earn combined salaries of more than 
$35,000, or five tim es the amount earned by the 
Harrisburg police chief, whose department pro­ 
vides protection for approximately the same num­ 
ber of citizens, in addition to handling traffic of a 
city nature. 


Actually, the heads of the Levittown govern­ 
ments have jurisdiction over more persons than 
live in the Levittown sections of their munici­ 
palities. However, Levittown comprises about 60 
to 65 per cent of their domains.
